Personal, Political and Peripatetie. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—[Special Corres- 
pondence.J—One oft the wildest assertions 
eyer made was that of an afternoon paper a 
few days ago, that Senator Brown had_ been 
approached and asked to take the lead of the 
new Georgia coalition. 

The administration and the Washington 
agents of the coalition are too well acquaint- 
ed with the senators sentiments to dream of 
such a proposition. 

Tis instant, and somewhat humorous state- 
ment, that the item was news to him was not 
necessary to rob it of credibility, either here 
or in Georgia. This new phase of the Geor- 
gia movement seems to have originated in the 
tertile brain of the journalist. 

In Georgia’s congressional delegation, sen- 
ate and house, there is but one man who is 
expected to countenance or aid the effort 
to ‘revolutionize’ the politics of the 
state. I mean Mr. Speer. There are those 
among his friends who predict that he will 
not join the new movement, but will attend 
strictly to business in his own district. 

Thus the work here forthe coalition must 
he done by outside parties for the most part, 
if not entirely. 

Coliector Andrew Clark is in the city, but 
he doves not pin his faith to independents. 
His theory is that of other prominent repub- 
licaps in Georgia. They ard willing to make 
a stand against the dominans party, but pre- 
fer to do it,as republicans, and not as fusion- 
ists. 

Georgia has prospered so well under ‘‘bour- 
bon”’ rule, as they call it, that it is hard tosee 
where the coalition thunder for a change is to 
come from. 

Judge by the first bugle biast from the 
leader, the campaign is to be waged against 
individuals rather than any particular party 
principle. The glossary of abuse will need 
enlargement, for already a good part of it has 
been called into requisition. 

ARREARAGE OF PENSIONS. 

Some senators, while commending Mr. 
Beck’s strong assault on the frauds of the 
pension systein, think the question was inju- 
diciously agitated. That there is a gigantic 
swindle they admit, but the abuse has gone 
rather far to be remedied now. Many ot the 
arrearages have been paid. To cut them off 
now would be to pour upon congress a torrent 
of applications for equity. 

Besides this, enough has already developed 
to show that neither house will consent toa 
repeal of the act. 

A democratic senator sprung the matter in 
a spirited speech, to be answered in a speech 
of as much spirit by another democratic sen- 
ator. While Beck and Voorhees were wrang- 
ling, Ingalls came in for the only real capital 
to be made of the discussion by offering a res- 
olution declaring the sense of the senate 
against the repeal of the act. 

INTERNAL REVENUE.

SHERMAN'S BILL.

The senate continues to fire away at John 
Sherman’s funding bill—the chances against 
its passage as offered, becoming stronger 
every day. The democrats zenerally seem to 
be pressing the Carlisleamendment. Senator 
Teller says the thing can’t be doctored or 
trimmed so as to meet his approval. He is 
against it finally and forever. 

The bill cannot pass with its present pro- 
Visions tending toward perpetuity of the 
national debt and restrictron of silver coin- 
age.’ Sherman realizes that, and in his old 
character of the “artful dodger,”’ is preparing 
'tomake the most of it. He has already 

linked his name to the measure, and however 

much it may be changed he will c!aim it as his 
chill and assert that it is really just such 
a one as he wanted all the while. The aver- 
age fox could study the primer of cunning 
under the long Ohio statesman. 

Sherman is about the worst speaker in the 
senate. At his first word he strikes a harsh, 
monotonous tone to which he sticks all the 
way through. 

He tries to talk fust, and getting his words 
tangled has frequently to go back to smooth 
them out. Frequently he hesitates for the 
appropriate expression until he becomes plain- 
ly perplexed. His gestures are usually made 
with the long finger of the bony right hand 
in a sort of “1 told vou so” fashion. 

His speeches read better than they sound. 
The scant use of adjectives and the rare ap- 
pearance of the metaphor remind one of the 
Anglo Saxon simplicity of the junior senator 
from Georgia. 

THE NATIONAL STATUES, 

Daniel Webster’s one hundredth birthday 
has suggested a meeting to be held to-night 
for the purpose of inaugurating a movement 
to erectu monument to his memory in this 
city. 

Ohio will probably have Garfield fn the 
national gailery at the capital. Everybody 
gets a monument but the illustrious sons of 
Georgia, Astranger would suppose that the 
state had produced a small crop of greatness, 
for there is no reminder of her, no marble 
memorial of her sons in this select circle. 

The legislature proposed to carve statues of 
Oglethorpe and Dr. Long by resolution, At 
last they pased some pretty sounding phrases, 
declaring that these two men should stand 
here among the great of the nation. “Only 
this and nothing more.”’

He has the practical management of 
the hatching anil in Washington and 
seems to be completely happy when sur- 
rounded by a dozen spluttering carp, which 
he cheerfully scoops up to show you how his 
pets prosper. _ We owe him much in Georgia 
and will owe him more when he has fully ac- 
complished his kind designs against us.

THE COURSE OF FEDERAL LEGIS- 
LATION SKETCHED 


What May Take Place if Ju ge Hunt is Retired—A 
Probable Veto in Embryo—Sherman’s Scheme 
in the Senate—The House on its Com- 
mittees~Mr. Hill on Mr. Windom. 


Wasnuincton, January 19.—There is some 
doubt as to the president signing the census 
deficiency bilk which has.been before him for 
the past two days. The president is desirous 
of making the bill a law, but is restrained by 
a point raised in an objection, thereto by the 
first comptroller of the treasury who holds 
that this is a case in which the law providing 
that the government shall not recognize the 
power of an attorney made in a claim before 
itis due, interposes and prevents claims from 
being audited at the treasury department. 

The promptness which Senater Davis, of 
Illinois, has displayed in pressing the bill for 
the retirement of Justice Hunt, of the su- 
preme couit, has revived talk of ex-Senator 
Conkling coming into the cabinet. It is said 
that Secretary Folger is to succeed Hunt on 
the supreme bencn, and that Conkling will 
be made secretary of the treasury. Davis 
is a intimate friend = of 
Conkling, that he would 
make a brilliant cabinet officer. Folger’s ex- 
perience in the treasury department has het 
been such as to make him desire to fill the po- 
sition for a full term. He has been annoyed 
very much by applicanfs for appointments, 
and has otherwise found the position a trying 
one. He came just when public attention 
was directed to irregularities in the disburse- 
ment of the contingent fund, and he has en- 
deavored to watch all the details of the depart- 
ment with a view to the detection and pre- 
vent.on of wrong doing, even on a small scale. 
He is said to be very willing to return to the 
judiciary. The bill to retire Hunt will, no 
doubt, be passed befcre many days.

WASHINGTON, January 19.—On

After an ineffectual effort by Mr. Ingalls 
to secure an arrangement for a test vote on 
the bill to-day, the discussion of the funding 
bill was continued by Mr. Windom against 
the bill, and Mr. Hill, of Georgia, who charged 
that the operations of Secretary, Windom in 
continuing the five and six per cent, at three 
and one-balf was unconstitutional, 

Mr. Hawley. a member of the committee 
on railroads, moved to recommitto that com- 
mittee the bill ratifying the act of the general 
council of the Choctaw nation granting to 
the St. Louis and San Francisco railroad com- 
pany the right-of-way fora railroad a 
line through that nation. He said that tle 
official protest of the Chickasaw nation and 
the other documents submitted since the bill 
was piaced on the calendar had not been 
before the committee, and he thought the 
measure should be considered under the new 
light thus thrown upon it. The motion met 
with considerable opposition, particularly 
from Senators Maxey and Coke, on the 
ground of the delay to the bill through the 
losing of its place on the calendar. To meet 
this objection Mr. Hawley moditied his mo- 
tion, providing that when again reported the 
bill shall be restored to its presence place on 
the calendar, and so modified, the motion 
Was agreed to. 

Pending the motion for executive session, 
the bill was laid aside formally, and at 4:20 
the senate, by a vote of 30 to 23, adjourned 
to Monday.

Allowing two days for Judge Porter, and it is 
more than probable that he will require 
three, the case will hardly get tu the jury be- 
fore Wednesday next.

Vatican—Rusasian Affairs—The

England and the 


Romer, January 19.—In spite of all denials 
by the official organs of the English govern- 
ment, I can assure vou that Mr. Gladstone has 
really turned toward the vatican, asking for 


help in the Irish question. He would make 


almost any concession to persuade the pope 
to send seeret avents to Ireland to pacify the 
country and to direct the influence of the 
clergy to that end. 

The mission of Mr. Errington has not been 
successful thus far. The pope is not willing 
to supply a spiritual constabulary for the fur- 
thering Mr. Gladstone’s purposes. Leo XIII, 
is only too anxious to havean English ambas- 
sador accredited to the Holy See. and anxious 
—more anxious than any English bishop is 
supposed to be—for the establishment of a 
Roman Nuncio at London. But be sure that 
he is notso simple or easily managed as to 
purchase those privileges at the expense of 
Catholic Ireland. 

I see thatthe American newspapers an- 
nounced the nomination of Cardinal Howard 
as prefectof some congregation. The tele- 
graph made a great mistake. Cardinal How- 
ard was elected as cardinal Barromeo’a suc- 
cessor only in the dignity of archipresbyter 
of St. Peter’s. Howard .has not yet been in- 
trusted with any high office in the govern- 
ment of the church. The duties of the place 
which has been given bim require neither 
great learning nor executive ability of a high 
order. He isafine looking gentleman, re- 
taining something of the military bearing. 
and will present acreditable appearance at 
the head ef the chapter of St. Peter. 

RUSSIA, 

St. PererssurcG, January 19.—Since that ar- 
rest at the bridge of Gatchina, on the 2d of 
January, thirty-seven persons have been cap- 
tured. Dr. Brouck, alias Mart, was taken at 
his homein the Nadge street, where a trap 
had been laid and where an _ individual 
who came there with his wife made such 
a resistance that he couid only be arrested 
after being wounded hy & ball from a revol- 
ver. After his death it was discovered that 
he was an ofticer of artillery. On the same 
day four other persons of the.terrorist party 
were arrested at Vasiliostrof, and the previous 
evening sixteen persons, four of whom were 
Women, were captured in a reunion held 
round a Christmas tree covered with 
seditious emblems. The chief of police, 
to whom all these arrests were due, was 
promoted successively to the rank of captain, 
then to that of major, and is the official who 
arrested the woman Lebedeff, one of the prin- 
cipal accused of the great nihilist trial which 
is soon to come off. It is said that General 
Ignatieff, who is more powerful than ever 
with the emperor, will be named vice chan- 
cellor, Prince Gortschakoff, who is retired 
from active duty, still retaining the nominal 
title of Chancellor. 

PRANCE, 

Paris, January 19.—The committee of 
thirty-three of the chamber of deputies to 
examine the bill for a revision of the consti- 
tution has been selected. It contains a large 
majority of advocates of a general instead of 
a restricted revision of the constitution, who 
are also opposed to the principle of scrutin 
de liste in the constitution. 

Thirty-two of the thirty-three members of 
the committee are hostile to the government 
bill. he voting for them in the bureau was 
in the proportion of two to one against the 
government. The ministerial journals state 
that the government will make the adoption 
of the bill a tinal question, and will refuse to 
accept any modification. 

There were two failures on Lyons bourse 
vesterday.

A Paris dispatch to the Standard 
Just before the bourse closed, union general 
which were largely beared, fell 2v5 
franes and produced a panic.

HUMAN DEMONISM. 


AN UNPARALLELED TALE OF 
BLOOD AND MURDER, 


A Crazed Kentuckian Butchers His Aged Mother, 
His Wife, Two Daughters, Threatens Others, 
‘and Then Puts an End to Himself—The 
Peo,le Look on with Horror, 


Lancaster, Ky., January 19.—This town 
was shocked by the reception of news of the 
most horrible tragedy that has ever occurred 
in Garrard, county, or indeed, in the state of 
Kentucky. About 7 o'clock a negro man 
came to town, bringing information that 
James Wilmot, a farmer living about two and 
a half miles from Lancaster, near the Dan- 
ville pike, had murdered his wife, mother 
and two daughters, and then culminated the 
awful act by hanging himself. Esquire R. 
Boyle, acting as coroner, immediately re- 
paired to the scene of the tragedy, accompa- 
nied by a large number of people, eager to 
gratify their morbid curiosity with a glimpse 
of the horrible sight. On arrival several of 
the nearest neighbors were alfeady found 
there, but none had dared to touch the dead 
bodies of the parties, and the truth of the 
information was substantiated by finding the 
lifeless body of James R. Wilmot hanging in 
The bodies of Elizabeth Wil- 
89, Mattie and Mary

mot, his mother, aged 
Wilmot, his daughters, aged about 19 and 15, 
lving in their beds with one awful cut across 
the neck and breast of each, made by terrible 
blows from a sharp, new ax, were found lying 
on the floor of the room, and also the body of 
Elizabeth Wilmot, his wife, lying on her face 
on the floor with three or four horrible gashes 
in her head and back, made by thesame death 
dealing ax. A jury was immediately impan- 
elled by Squire Boyle. The first witness was 
Miss Alice Galvin, who had been doing some 
work for Wilmot and was sleeping in a 
room up stairs during the commission of 
the deed. Her testimony was that the family 
retired as usual. Wilmot, his wife, and a lit- 
tle boy about eight yéars old occupying one 
bed in the family room, and his two daugh- 
ters another in the same room. In an adjoin- 
ing room slept the man’s aged mother, and in 
one room upstairs a son, James J. Wilmot. 
In the other was the witness. About5o’clock 
this morning she was attracted by some noise 
below, and going down met Wilmot coming 
out of the room where his mother slept. 
It was dark for her to see any of 
the distinctly, but she noticed 
something in his hand, supposed to be an 
ax. She asked him what he was doing. He 
replied that he had killed the whole family, 
The horror- 
stricken young girl rushed through the other

room, and mecting the young boy, caught 


him and took him out of the house with her, 
and went toa coloured man’s house near by. 
Just as she was leaving the family room, the 
vider son, James, who is about twenty years 
old, attracted by the noise below, came down- 
stairs in his night clothes. He testified that 
as he reached the foot of the stairs he camein 
contact with his father, who had a gun in his 
hand. He asked him what he was doing, and 
his father replied that he was 
roing to kill himself and would 
kill him _— too. Instantly his father 
grappled with him, and threw him down, but 
Was unable to hold him. The old Inah rose, 
grabbed the gun, aimed to shoot, but the son 
knocked it up, and the ball went into the 
ceiling. The young man then broke loose 
and ran for his life, the old man following 
to the steps over the yard fence, then turning 
toward the barn. The boy continued running 
till he aroused some of the nearest neighbors, 
who hastily repaired to the scene. None were 
bold enough to enter tle house until day- 
light revealed the dead body, dressed only 
in a shirt and drawers, of James R. Wilmot, 
swinging under the shed of the barn. He 
had taken a plow line, fastened it around his 
neck, climbed up the side of the crib, fasten- 
ed the other end to a beam or joist under the 
shed and then jumped off. The hanging was 
carefully done, and showed a determination 
to avoid failure. The horrible act which 
ushered so many souls into eternity ina few 
brief moments, was undoubtedly that of an 
insane man. For sometime past Wilmot 
has been brooding overa security debt of 
$450 which he had to pay for his brother-in- 
law, and this had so worked upon bis mind 
that it is believed he finally went crazy. Day 
before yesterday he talked rather strangely 
to his family- saying the stock was all going 
to die, and himself and family also, of starv- 
ation. Two or three times in the last 
few davs he has expressed a 
fear ot death from starvation, 
and acting under that hallucination, it is be- 
lieved that he arose from his bed, took the ax 
and with a single stroke to each of his daugh- 
ters struck them dead in their beds, they not 
knowing from whence the blows came. His 
wife no donbt was awakened, and gettting 
out of the bed, doubtless attempted to re- 
strain him, but was knocked down and terri- 
bly mutilated. He then went into the ad- 
joining room and there, raising the bloody ax 
on high, sunk it deeply into the breast that 
had nurtured him. Ihe bodies of the four 
Victims, with that of the murderer, wil) be 
buried to-morrow in the family burying 
ground, a few hundred vards from the house 
where the awful tragedy took place. 
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SEVEN MURDERERS. 


Cases Which the Pennsylvania Beard of Pardons ix

A commutation of the death penalty to im- 
prisonment for life for Neveling 1s sought because 
he was intoxicated when he committed the crime, 
and the taint of insanity rups in his blood. 

inthe caséof Erb an absolute pardon is de- 
manded by virtue of the statement of three of the 
participants in the crime exculpating him. Eman- 
uel Ettinger, one of these, while in a dying condi- 
tion, declared that he did the killing, and that Erb 
had nothing todo with it. Jonathan Moyer and 
Urich ew Oa under sentence of death. have 
made similar statements.

IN AN AMERICAN MINE. 


The Rich Pockets of Precious Stones Discovered in 
North Carolina. 
New York Sun. 

Glittering accounts are given of the curious 
and interesting products of what is said to be 
mine of precious stones in the 
United States. The Sun has already pub- 
lished something about it. The mine is 
owned by Hidden, Roberts & Yerrington. It 
isin Alexander county, North Carolina, about 
sixteen miles from Statesville. It has been 
worked to 36 feet depth in the lowest place, 
and atunnel 261 feet long has been eat, 
mostly through solid rock, for drainage. One 
of the proprietors, Mr. William Earl Hidden, 
said yesterday: 

“Our mine produces a considerable variety 
of precious stones. We have already sold 
enough material to pay ail expenses of the 
mine, and our outlay for the property, which 
covers 154 acres. We have surplus material 
on hand. The largest gem yet taken out is 
a Hiddeni e stone, which, when cut, weighed 
25, carats. The Hddenite is a spodumene 
emerald, composed of alumina and lithia. 
The real emerald is composed of alumina and 
glucina. The Hiddenite is valued at from 
$48 to $150 a carat. Lately the mine has 
yielded about $5,000 worth of true emeralds. 
Although none have yet been found to cut 
very large. they are valuable as specimens. 
The largest piece yet taken out is a triple 
prism 8'4 inches long. It is valued at $2,000. 
Many smaller pieces have been found. Some 
pieces are of a very deep color. About one- 
tenth of the Hiddenite found is fit for cut- 
ting. The colors are very bright, and even 
the smaller pieces are quite brillant. 

new gem called rutile is among the"pro- 
ducts of the mine. It is valued at $4 a earet, 
cut. Itresembles the black diamond in its 
sparkle. The luster is said to be unalterable 
by fire, air or water. 

“A peculiarity of some of the Hiddenite 
stones is that they are dichroic or two colored. 
They seem to be dark blue green in color 
down to the axis. The green is tinged with 
yellow through the axis. One very peculiar 
yield of the mine is what are called “arrows 
of love.’’ The stones seem to be like pieces 
of clear agate embedding little pencils of webs 
of sparkling hairs. When turned in thelight 
those curious stones. glitter with beautiful 
changes and reflections. Most of the gems 
grow in pockets, being attached to the wails. 
In some cases prisms have been found with 
the centers attached and the ends growing 
into space. Some of the terminations are pe- 
culiarly beautiful. 

A very curious product of the mine is a pe- 
culiar crystal enclosing fluids. Sometimes 
one of these specimens left in the cold will 
explode like a pistol when the crystal freezes. 
Many of the large crystals are valuable -as 
specimens. Some weigh as much as twenty- 
five pounds. The fine gems found in the 
mine are worth from ten to thirty times 
their weight in gold. A good deal of iron 
pyrites, or fool’s gold, has been found.”’ 

While searching for minerals the farmers 
of Alexander county have found many cu- 
rious Indian relics manufactured of stone. 
Aithough many of these stone articles are 
deftly fashioned, and the work of tools, they 
must have cost long and patient, as well as 
skilful, labor.

As most Americans who have ever had to 
seek medical advice in London are aware, the 
profession in England consists of two distinct 
sectlons—namely, the general practitioners 
and the consulting physicians and surgeons. 

The former charge very small fees, and sup- 
ply their own medicines; the latter are not 
allowed to take less thana guinea. <A guinea 
is an obsolete coin which has long passed out 
of existence, but which at one time was yval- 
ued at 21 shillings. This sum was fixed as the 
fee or honorarium of a physician as long ago 
as Queen Anne’s reign (1702-1714), and has 
continued in force ever since. Latterly, how- 
ever, the leading and most fashionable Lon- 
don doctors, whose waiting-rooms are always 
full, and whose time is not half 
sufficient for the work they have 
to get through, have raised their charges to 
two guineas for the first visit. This is, in its 
way, a little social revolution, and is causing 
quite a flutter among that targe class of 
malades imaginaires who are never really 
happy except when dosing themselves with 
some new nostrum,. It is, after all, however, 
quite fair for the doctors to place any value 
they please on their services. The public 
need not consult them unless it likes. More- 
over, if a guinea was a fair remuneration for 
professional services in the reign of Queen 
Anne, itcan hardly beso considered now, 
when the purchasing power of money has de 
clined at least five-fold. And while on the 
subject of doctors;# may mention the cu- 
rous state of things, which I have on good au- 
thority, is now existing in the Dublin medi- 
eal schools. As a great center of medical ed- 
ucation Dublin is second to none in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, especially as regards the teach- 
ing of practical anatomy. Of course, for 
anatomy dead bodies are a necessity, and a 
few years ago, as I can say from personal 
knowledge, the Dublin dissecting rooms used 
to be better supplied with material than any 
in Europe, excepting Vienna. Of late, how- 
ever, asuciety has been formed with the ob- 
ject of burying all those bodies which, being 
unclaimed and having died in public institu- 
tions, wouldnatarally have found their way 
to the dissecting rooms. So active has the so- 
ciety been that the supply of bodies is how 
seriously curtailed, and the work of teaching 
anatomy practically bas almost been brought 
toa standstill. A similar society also exists 
in Paris, but its operations there are very 
strictly limited by government. From a 
sentimental point of view the work which 
these societies have undertaken may be laud- 
able enough. From a practical point of view, 
however, itis calculated to do much harm. 
If successful they will in the long run check 
the teaching of anatomy in the only way it is 
worth learning—namely, on the dead subject. 
But anatomy is the foundation of all scien: 
tific medicine and surgery; hence it is easy 
to see that the course these societies are fol- 
lowing is likely in the longrun to benefit 
neither themselves nor their neighbors.

THE FLORIDA SHIP CANAL. , 

The building of short cuts for ships seem 
to be the fashion in the commercial world. 
Every isthmus and peninsula is in danger of 
invasion, and the Florida peninsula is seri- 
ously threatened with a visitation from one 
of the armies that do their work with spades. 
Many ¢ircumstances point to an early begin- 
ning of the long-talked-of Florida scheme. It 
is believed that the world really nee dsa canal 
across Florida, for i¢ would shorten the dis- 
tance to the gulf ports several hundred miles, 
saving shippers large sums on insurance and 
other expenses; would let ships avoid the 
treacherous reefs that swallow up several 
millions a year in vessels and cargoes; would 
prevent damages by heat to cereal cargoes 
from New Orleans to European ports, and 
would open a new southern route to the Pa- 
cific coast via the Texas Pacific railroad, It 
is claimed that the wheat crops of southern 
California and the wheat and corn crops 
of the lower Mississippi valley would 
alone justify ‘the building of the pro- 
posed canal; and it is safe to say 
that the movement of these great products 
will make the canal, not only desirable, but a 
necessity within another decade. The possi- 
bilities of the Gulf trade aresimply immense, 
To say nothing of the new trade from Mexi- 
co, tlhe real southwest is as yet an almost un- 
developed section, and when to its trade of 
the future is added the products of southern 
California, the new enterprise will not lack 
use, Capitalists, both in this country and in 
Europe, are beginning to study the trade of 
the Gulf, and it is said that actual work will 
be begun this year on the proposed ship canal 
under a charter already granted and on lines 
already surveyed. There are no serious ob- 
stacles to overcome—no dividing ridge of 
hard rock ag at Panama—no drifting sands 
like those of Suez. In eleven years 1,218 ves- 
sels have been wrecked on the Florida coast 
south of the line of the proposed canal, and 
about as many more on the Bahama banks. 
In other words, the canal would save to the 
shipping interests of the country fully 
five millions a year, and a revenue 
of that amount would render the canal a very 
profitable enterprise. No national aid is at 
present asked for it, and no local subscription 
will be expected in any event. If itis built 
it will be because commerce demands it, and 
the people along its banks will have nothing 
todo in connection with the work but to 
await hopefully its projection, and then to 
speculate in a disinterested way over the man- 
ner of its execution.

PARTIES IN GEORGIA. 

“The trouble with the Georgia indepen- 
‘dents,’ says the New York Times, the lead- 
ing republican journal of the country, ‘“‘is 
“that they are not independent enough.’’ By 
this our esteemed contemporary means that 
the Georgia independents are too indepen- 
dent to be swallowed by the republican or- 
ganization. Taking this situation as its text 
the Times goes on to show what Tue Consti- 
TUTION has already insisted upon, namely, 
that there - 1s really no excuse for 
an independent movement in Geor- 
gia, even on a cemocratic basis, 
and no hope of carrying the independent 
voters into the republican party. Taking the 
situation thus outlined as the text of its dis- 
course, the Times proceeds to read Dr. Felton 
a very sharp lecture on the strained and curi- 
ous texture of his recently published plat- 
form. It is a ‘“‘patchwork platform,”’ says 
the leading republican journal, ‘chiefly re- 
‘‘markable for the space it devotes to matters 
‘‘which are in no sense questions of the day 
‘in Georgia, and with which a genuine inde- 
‘pendent party would have nothing to do.”’ 

The chief difficulty in the way of an inde- 
pendent party in Georgia, and it is a difficul- 


ty to which we earnestly call the attention of 
the Times, is that the democratic party of the 
state is too liberal and progressive to allow 
standing room for independertism. There 
are no force and fraud in elections in Geor- 
gia. The colored people have all the rights 
and comforts of citizenship.. The democratic 
government gives them low taxes and ample 
protection: in the enjoyment of their rights. 
It educates their children and endows colleges 
for their benefit, aad it enables them to accu- 
mulate property—encouraging them, indeed, 
to become citizens in the highest sense by as- 
suming the responsibility of property owners. 
Recently, when there was a division in the 
democratic party based on technicalities, the 
colored voters took sides with the majority 
wing. The 
proscription implied in the use of the term 
‘bourbon’’ by the Times have no existence 
in Georgia. The corrupt schemes and pur- 
poses of southern republicanism, which made 
intolerance not only necessary but virtuous, 


intolerance, and bigotry, and 


having been brought to: an ignominious end 
in Georgia, there is no longer any reason for 
its existence. The democratic party of to- 
day is liberal and progressive in everything 
appertaining to the policy and purpose of 
state government. Its attitude toward the 
colored people issomething more than merely 
political, To the justice of fair play it adds 
the justice of sentiment. It recognizes inthe 
negro the innocent victim of circumstances 
which he could not control, but whose atti- 
tude through all has been something more 
than admirable. If the Times should 
intimate that this recognition is somewhat 
dardy, we need only point in reply to the 
chaos wrought by its party inthe south. 7 

Itisonly fair to say, however, that for 
some years the attitude of the Times toward 
the southern wing of its party has been all 
that could be asked of a representative of in- 
telligent northern opinion. It has been quick 
to recognize the disreputable character of the 
adventurers who assumed to lead the colored 
people, and, as we remember, it has not been 
backward in denouncing the results of carpet- 
bagism. Taking all these things into consid- 
eration, the Times need not be surprised to 
learn that Georgia is not prepared to contrib- 
ute another Mahone to the _ republican 
caucus, or that the independent voters of the 
state are not ready to contribute to a revival. 
of republicanism.

Twelve ceutsa 
day is cer\ainly a small amount to expend for food: 
buta munin Minnesota, about three years ago, 
worried through a whole yearon $10. He lived on 
‘ Joinny-cake.”’ 

We know of a theological student in an Ohio col- 
lege who, sustained by grace, rice and corn bread, 
lived thirteen weeks on $7: but there were several 
good apple orchards near the college, and the farm- 
ers kept no dogs. It is not the uecessities of life 
that cost much, but the luxuries, and itis with the 
major part of inankind as it was with the French- 
man «ho said thatif he had the luxuries of life he 
could dispense with the necessities. Mere living is 
cheap, but as the hymuologist says, ‘‘1t is not all of 
life to live.’’

The Wildest Dreams of Profit in Orange Culture 
More than Realized—Some Specimens of Suo- 
cess—50,000.000 Oranges in a Year—An Ar. 

ticle that Cannot b> Over-Produced. 

SanmonD, Fla., January 15.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence}.-About six years ago I wrete some letters on 
Florida dnd orauge cuiture that were considered 
wild. Inow stand in the heart of the orange belt 
to review what I then wrote, I find that facts have 
gutrun my prophecy, and the five years have 
brought more than I dared to expect. 


The state of Florida raised this year over 50,000, -. 


000 (fifty million) oranges, and thie was a short 
crop. lasked Dr. Harris, the speaker of the house, 
to-night what the crop would be five years from 
now, and he answered: ‘‘At least five times that 
much—or 250,000,000!’’ ‘‘And five years iater ?’’ 
“Ah! figures fail for that compilation,’’ he said, 
laughingly. 

[have seen nothingin print that gives an ade 
quate idea of theimmensity of the culture. In 
the old days orange growing was a_ fancy 
pursuit, indulged in here and there. A 
grove of 500 trees was then a large one. The finest 
grove in Florida is the Speer grove near here, 
which covers only 6 acres and has 580 trees. The 
next best is the Hart grove at Palatka, which has 
700 trees. The first is worth $40,000 and yields 
200,000 oranges, worth on the trees $15 a thousand. 
The crop this year (a short year), sold for $4,600 on 
the trees. The Hart worth $50,000 and 
yields about $6,000a year. The only reason that 
these groves are so valuable is that the trees are 
Now, Mr.

In addition to this 
of new trees being put out 
in five or ten years’ will add _ millions 
to the crop. It will be seen, therefore 
that the estimate of two hundred and fifty million 
oranges as the crop for 1887 is a very reasonable 
one. Indeed, it may justas likely be twice that 
much. In ten years it will certainly be 500,000,000, 
with indefinite expansion beyond that point. 

Some idea of the new groves may be had from 
the statement that forthe past four months the 
sales of new piluces averaged in this county alone 
about fifty a week. Mr. Osborn, the editor of the 
South Florida Journal, says he published a list of 
weekly sales until it took up so much space that he 
had to quit. Dr. Harris estimates that the new 
groves setout will average 500 trees each. As all 
the lund now bought is for orange culture—every- 
thing else being avundoned—it will be seen that 
the sales provide for fully 10,000 trees a week set 
outin Orange county. I have no doubt the figures 
were above this during the season—especially if we 
include the trees continually added to old groves. 

The question now arises, will not the production 
of sucban enormous crop as 250,000,000 glut the 
market and throw the price of oranges duwn to un- 
profitable figures? I’think not. The orange is the 
most dvlicious of all fruits. itis healthy and in- 
vigorating, and I doubt if there is a man, woman 
or child in the country who does not tind it palata- 
ble. The demand for Florida oranges, incompara- 
ble and superior to all others, has more than kept 
pace with thesupply. It is just as easy to sella 
crop of fifty millious as it was to sell a crop of ten 
millions, In six years the price has varied but lit- 
tle. itsettled toacent and a half apiece on the 
trees and holds there—good oranges commanding 
twocents, At these figures every grove in Florida 
could sel! its fruit to orange buyers to-morrow. 

After all, the great cost of orauges is in transpor- 
tation and handling. An orange that costs 10 
ecentsinacity has &!'4 cents added for transporta- 
tion and profit. A box that sells for at whole- 
sale cost only $2 at the grove. As the crop 
increases the facilities for trapspor- 
tation will be improved, rates cheapened 
and new markets opened. At present Florida 
oranges hardly find their way to the westatall. A 
few eastern cities consume al] that can be raised. 
With the great northwest fairly opened, millions o1 
oranges will be diverted to markets that buy luxu- 
ries more freely and at better prices than the eastern 
cities. The building of new roadsin Florida and 
the opening of new water-ways, going on with 
great rapidity, will cheapen the cost of carrying to 
market very much. It often costs more now to get 
2n orange from the grove toa depot or wharf than 
ty carry it from the wharf to New York. As the 
«<rop becomes more important the trunk lines and 
the ocean steamers will compete more sharply for 
it, and freight rates will drop. 

It is estimated that not one person in ten in 
America ever tastes an orange. Those who do eat 
them average perhapstena year. With the fruit 
more abundant’ and the retail price reduced one- 
third,which might easily be done without affecting 


* the priceat che grove, the consumption would 


readily be doubled among the present 
cousumers of the crop. Thereis no habit that in- 
creases so rapidly as the habit of eating oranges. 
In Florida where twenty cents a dozen is the regu- 
lar price,a party will average a half dozen a day 
each, Our party often ate its year’s supply oi or- 
enges the first day below Jacksonville, and we 
have already consumed the annual average of 240 
other people—who must either go without or look 
to the increased crop fer their supply. 

If the present grove prices of oranges are main- 
tained, as | believe they will be, there is nothing to 
prevent the establishment in Florida of a race of 
rich men, who willrank with the plantation prin- 
ces of the old south, the carp barons of Germany. 
To fall back to familiar example, in six years Col- 
onel Markham will|have a steady income of $530,- 
000 to $40,000 from a place of 100 acres; Judge Hay- 
den $15,000 from about 30 acres, and soon. A place 
of ten acres, with 600 trees, will give its owner 
who can attend, to it himself, an income of $4,500. 
This will allow him to spend the summer months 
traveling, and have more than he needs for com- 
fortable living at home. His crop isa certain one, 
his trees will outlive him and his children, and he 
has none of the aggravation and worry of ordinary 
farming. Indeed, it is hard to conceive of a pleas- 
anter lot than falls to the man, who on 20 snug acres 
has a grove of 1,000 good trees, a glorious climate, 
anincome of $7,500 per annum, no feverish anx- 
jety and no maddening chances to take, superb 
fishing and hunting anda loitering summer. Mar- 
cellus Markham refused $40,000 the other day fora 
29 acre place, with only 600 trees in bearing and 


1,400 young ones. He wisely said, ‘It gives mean 
income of $1,000 this year. Next year it will give 
meé easily $3,000. This will increase to $15,000 per 
annum in 5 ~~ years, and will hold there 
constantly. Why should I sell them for even $50,- 
000?°' The Speer grove of only six acres is not for 
sale,and an ouer of $40,000 for it was declined a 
few months since. 

Ishall in my next letter give some figures on 
making agrove,and the examples of some men 
who came here and what they have done. In the 
meantime our party leaves this (Monday) morning 
for a trip up the Indian river.

“This is the season when organ grinders or- 
der their tunes for the coming year,” said Mr. 
Taylor, the maker of hand organs, at his fae- 
tory on Chatham square yesterday. ‘In 
fact the time of supply and demand is so reg- 
ular and unfailing that almanac makers might 
put along with other weather predictions, al] 
the way from the middle of January to the 
middle of April, put new tunes in 
hand organs.’ And in summer, of course, 
‘Now look out for new hand = or- 
gans.’’’ 

‘What are the new tunes 
year?’ 

“Well, the returns are not all in yet. Of 
course You know that the organ-zrinders 
themselves do not have inuch to say about 
What tunes shall be put into their organs; 
they rely almost entirely on what the people 
ask for. No; I don’t believe it is true, as 
many assert, that the organ-grinders pick out 
uninteresting tunes and creaking organs in 
order that pennies may be ‘given them 
to go away quickly. I think they report to 
me honestly what tunes the people ask for. 
On the whole, Harrigan & Heart’s songs are 
most popular in the country. Just now their 
‘Major Gilfeather,’ a waltz song, is the rage. 
They all ask forit.$ Then there is Tony Pas- 
tor’s ‘Whist, whist,’ which is going to be very 
vopular on the hand organ—only the whist 
sound will be anything but whist.” 

“Anything from the Gilbert and Sullivan 
comic operas. The Pirates or Patience?’ 

“Not a note; no demand for them, Nothing 
from the Mascotte. We take the Charity Bob 
song and All on Account of Eliza from Billee 
Taglor, and the grand marches from Fati- 
nitza and Boccaccio. From New Orleans and 
Savannah come loud calls for tunes trom Oli- 
vette,”’ 

‘Is the hand-organ played much through 
the southern states?’’ 

“Just now New Orleans is my best market. 
Tne negroes have taken to playing hand 
organs, While the Lialians have dropped off 
allover -he country.

The Old Ratlroad Debt of Minnesota Wiped Out. 

St. Pacn, Minn., January 19.—The last act 
in the settlement of the old railroad debt of 
Minnesota was completed at the capitol this 


afternoon by the burning of the redeemed 


bonds by the state auditor in the presence of 


Governor Hubbard -and other state officers; 


ex-Governor Sibley, by whom the old bonds 
were issued twenty-three years ago; ex-Govy- 
ernor Pillsbury, under whose administration 
payment was provided for; ex-Senator Ram- 
sey, and other prominent citizens. Of 2,275 
bonds issued, 2,152 bave been paid in new. ad- 
justment bonds or cash. Of the remainder, 
fifteen have been in the state treasury 
since the day when the state received them as 
security for the circulation of its state banks, 
leaving 108 old bonds outstanding. They in- 
clude all that are known to exist except some 
half-dozen. A Kansas man has four, which 
he refuses to surrender on the grouud that 
the state should pay the principal and inter- 
est in full. Notice has been received of some 
two or three ,others whose holders have just 
learned of the adjustment act. Perhaps others 
may turn up, but it is probable the great ina- 
jority have been lost or destroyed 
during the twenty-three years) which 
have clapsed since their is- 
sue. For these 2,152 old bonds received the 
state has paid 50 per cent of the sum of the 
principal and interest, amounting to $#4,049,- 
911.34, less $131,580.69 which was deducted 
from certain classes of bonds to pay claims 
against contractors. In addition to the 
amount paid bondholders and this class of 
claimants, $53,086.66 was paid to contractors 
to settle their claims against the old railroad 
companies. Large amounts of cash were nec- 
essary to pay fractional amounts ot $1,000, the 
face of a bond; but fur most of the cash paid 
out the state received new bonds in ex- 
change. Cash was derived from the 2mounts 
on deposit to the credit of the revenue trust 
funds and from the sale of securities in these 
funds, and was reinvested in the new state 44 
per cent bonds. The following: statement 
shows the amount of trust funds invested in 
the bonds: Permanent school fund, $602,000; 
permanent university fund, = $230,000; 
internal improvemgnt land fund, $322,000; 
total, $1,154,000. he amount invested in 
the internal improvement land fund is of 
course a sinking fund, and is equivalent to 
paying $322,000 of the new bonds, if, as ex- 
pected, the people shall approve the act set- 
ting apart this fund for that purpose. This, 
subtracted from the principal of the new 
bonds issued, leaves the amount yet to be 
paid about $3,681,000. |

THAT ARE SWEEPING ONWARD 
TO THE OCEAN. 


An Alarming State of Aff.i s Along the Mississippi 
Valley—Railroads Submerged, Dwellings De- 
stroyed. Mails Suspended a: d the Rains 
Continue to Come Down. 


New OrLeans, January 19.—The season of 
universal high water is reported from many 
sections. At Chafalaiya the river has over- 
flowed its banks submerging adjacent low 
lands, but no damage been done to 
the New Orleans Pacific railroad. The flood 
of water from Big Black river is spreading in 
every direction. About thirty miles of the 
Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans railroad 
are under water, many culverts 
have been destroyed, and much of the road 
bed has been washed away. It will probably 
be weeks before through traffic will be re- 
sumed. No trains are running between Can- 
ton and Grenada, a distance of ecighty-nine 
miles.

On Thursday tast General ILazeu, chief of 
the signal bureau, Issued a bulletin, calling 
attention to the tremendous: rains that had 
failen in the valley, and predicting overtlows 
in the district south of Memphis. The Mis- 
sissippi is already within three and a half 
feet of the high water markof 1874 at this 
point, within one foot and a half of thre 
danger line at Vicksburg, one fuot six inches 
above the danger line at Caire, and rising 
rapidly at Litthe Rock, Louisville and points 
in the inferior tributaries. The main river 
cannot endure this vast pressure forany great 
lengthof'time. Already the channelis brim- 
ful, running over in low places, and swelling 
to dangerous limits the various parallel! 
streams in the lower valley. Should 
the thood continue’ from above, and 
especially in the Ohio and Arkansas, 
there must soon be a very serious and threat- 
ening situation. ‘There is only one chance 
for protection, and that is the occurrence, at 
an early date, of freezing weather at the 
north. Should the warm spell keep up, ac- 
companied by heavy rains, us is almost an 
inevitable accompaniment of Warin winter 
weather, we muy took tor disastrous inunda- 
tions early in February. ‘the streams are 
now strained to their utmost Capacity, and 
any further demand upon them can have but 
one result. It would. be indeed a calamity if 
the alluvial dis:ricts, after such a trying sea- 
sonas that of issl, should be cursed by a de- 
structive inundation early in {882.) The com- 
bination would amount to a fatal blow atthe 
agricultural welfare of this region—a blow 
from which it would take time and pvreat sac- 
rifices torally. It is hardly likely that the 
first of February can be reached without a 
nianifestation of genuine winter weather. The 
spell has alreaay been phenomenal, and 
every day adds to the likelihood of its sudden 
termination. Unless the law of seasons is to 
be reversed altogether, there must soon be 
winter inthe Ohio, Arkansas, Missouri and 
upper Mississippi valleys.

THE TENNESSEE RIVER. 

On THE: TeENNeSSEE, January 19.—Skiffs, 
miniature gondolas, and hastily constructed 
rafts and canoes are the order of the day at 
Johnsonville,tenn. The ‘kennessee river rose 
ten inches last night, and las been steadily 
rising all day, and there now seems but little 
doubt but what there will be as large an over- 
How asin 1875, if not vreater. All of the 
lower portion of Johnsonville is entirely coy- 
ered with water, with but the leastexception, 
and families thus situated are leaving their 
homes. Many of the houses ure already halt 
filled with water, and others fast being sur- 
rounded. The elevator lacks but one anda 
half feet of having all of the floors in water. 
No boats have landed there since Sunday. 

THE CUMBERLAND RIVER. 
Nashville American, 19th. 

There seems to be considerable uncertainty 
as to the points reached by the river in 1847, 
[tis generally understood that the water 
has reached within two feet of the rise of that 
year by what is regarded old reliable marks. 
It is still insisted, however, that the present 
rise is as great as that of 1847, the cnannel 
having deepened since that time and hun- 
dreds of thousands of trees, which then stood 
in the lowlands, having been cut down, thus 
giving wider scope to the backwaters. ‘The 
river was thought last night to be on a stand 
With a prospect of falling by noon to-day, 
notwithstanding the heavy rainsthat prevail- 
ed throughout yesterday. 

The water extended yesterday from Front 
to Market on Broad street. The steamer 
Ella still continued to maintain her position 
over Front street at its intersection with 
Broad, having unioaded her cargo of lumber 
in the middle of Broad street. None of the 
steamers have ventured “out from Nashville 
because they could not make landings on ac- 
count of the liigh water. It was stated that 
steamers could only make landings at Clarks- 
ville and Dover, between Nashville and the 
mouth of the river. They will, consequently, 
neither go above nor below until a fall occurs 
in the river, as it would be useless. 

A dwelling house flvated past Nashville, 
yeste day, but it bad no inmates, as far as 
learned. Dut few persons have lost their 
lives on account of the overflow. When it is 
considereu that nothing less than fifteen hun- 
dred people have been forced to abandon their 
homes in Nashville and its vicinity, thisis a 
matter of congratulation. 

The board of health, through Dr. Richard 
Cheatham, the health officer, will endeavor 
to prevent the immediate removal of people’ 
to their recent homes, now inundated, until 
the dwellings have been pretty thoroughly 
dried out, Some of those forced summarily 
by the backwaters to leave their homes are 
crowded in housesin the vicinitv of their 
dwellings, as many as a dozen being in one 
house.

Row,in Which One Negro is Instantly Killed 
and Another Badly Wounded-—The Cuor- 
oner Investigates the Matter. 


Early yesterday morning Coroner Hillburn 
received a note from ‘‘Camp Lynch,” a point 
on the Macon and Brunswick road, about 
four miles from town, asking him to repair to

About ten o’clock the coroner reached the 
place designated in the note, and after secur- 
ing a jury began a survey of the field. 

In an old tent on the side of a hill, just be- 
yond the Clark university, he found the dead 
bullet hole i1 his right 
and in a tent near by another 
negro man with one bullet hole in his left 
shoulder and another under his right eye. 
He also found about forty men ina 
state of intense excitement over the death of

the one and the wounding of the other. 

The dead man was Alexander Butler, and 
the wounded darkey was Holt Ayers. They 
had both been engaged on-the railroad works 
and the death of the one 


and the wounding of the other was 
due to a general row Which 
occurred Wednesday night on the hill. where 
they were found by the coroner. 

During the course of the inquest about a 
dozen witnesses were examined but they ei- 
ther knew very little about the affair or were 
averse to telling it. It however, that 
among the darkeys who are working on the 
road at “Camp Lynch” there is or was a di- 
Vision, One faction seems to have 
been headed by Lewis McDermott and Alex. 
Butler, while Holt Ayers was the recognized 
leader of the other wing. 

Ayers, with his wing, occupied tents on the 
hill nearthe comuinissary, while Butler and 
McDermott and their friends had a home 
nearer the county road and = about 
four hundred yards from the 
commissary. Wednesday evening when 
the hands * knocked off” they all took a drink 
and separated, part going to their tents on 
the hill and part to the wigwams by the 
road. About 8 o'clock McDermott left his 
friends and went to the commissary, where 
he remained fora short while and then started 
back to his home. In returning he passed 
through Avers’s camp and by Ayers’s tent,and 
when near Ayer's tent threw a rail which he 
had upon his shoulders on the = ropes. 
This aroused Ayers's anger and 
he ordered McDermott to leave. McDermott 
declined to comply with the mandate, and 
began cursing Ayers terribly. The noise at- 
tracted the attention not only of Ayers’s as- 
sociates, but of the white bosses and the com- 
missary, Who come out to ijnd Avers and 
McDermott preparing fora fight. Mr. Wynn, 
the commissary, with great difficulty suc- 
ceeded in quelling the row and inducing Ayers 
to return to his tent and McDermott to go to 
iis quarters. Avers obeyed quietly, but Me- 
Dermott was only induced to leave after the 
ereatest amount of persuasion had been used, 
and when he did leave it was with the re- 
mark, “I'll go get my crowd and pistol and 
come back and kill the — rascal.” 

This remark aroused Avyers’s camp and con- 
siderable talk was indulged in, but the cooler 
heads accepted the advice of the while men, 
and an equilibrium had about been establish- 
ed when McDermott, accompanied by Butler 
and two or three others, re-entered the camp, 
calling loudly tor Ayers. 

Ayers was sitting in histent upon a powder 
keg, and responded to McDermott by saying: 
“T don’t want any fuss with you. Go 
away and leave me _  alone.”’ But the 
words were hardly uttered, when Mc- 
Dermott appeared at the door of 
Ayers’ tent, and thrusting his pistol in, 
tired. The ball took effect and Ayers sprang 
to his feet and with a pistol in his hand rush- 
ed out into the midst of the crowd. 

At the entrance to his tent he faced Butler, 
who has been considered the bully of the 
camp, and in a few seconds the two were at 
it hot and heavy. Ayers tried 
to shoot Butler but the pistol 
would not respond to his desires, and throw- 
ing it away he grabbed his adversary. In the 
tussle Ayres stepped in a hole and fell. But- 
ler dropped upon him and about the time 
the two reached the ground several pistol 
shots were fired. Immediately after the 
tiring began Butler relinquished his grip upon 
Ayers and crying out, *‘Oh, God, I’m killed,”’ 
sprang to his feet and fell to the ground 
dead. Ayers staggered to his feet and saia: 
‘‘Help me, boys, I’m shot.”’ 

These two exclamations cast a spell over the 
mob and in an instant the hill was as quiet 
and still as Butler’s heart. Lights were 
brought from the commissary and an inven- 
tory of damages taken. Butler was found 
upon the ground. dead. There were 
two bullet holes in his body, 
and an examination of the wounds 
showed that either one would have produced 
death. One entered the body just under the 
right arm and ranged upward towards the 
neck. Whena probe was inserted it was 
found that it had- passed through the upper 
lobe of the right lung, and that it would of it- 
self have caused death. The other ball en- 
tered just above the lower rib on the right 
side, and when probed was found to have 
gone toward the leftshoulder. His body was 
carried into a tent near where he fell and 
placed upon the boards. 

Ayers was found to be bleeding profusely 
from two wounds; one was in the left shou!- 
der and was inflicted while he was sitting in 
his tent. McDermott, who is known to have 
fired this shot, is a very tall negro, and as 
Ayers was sitting down the course of the ball 
can be easily conjectured. The other wound 
wasreceived when Ayers was on the ground un- 
der butler, and was just underthe righteye. In 
addition to coloring his face badly it caused it 
to swell to unusual proportions. The ball 
passed clear through the jaw and knocked out 
two teeth. It wus found in Ayers’s mouth. 

The evidence failed to ascertain who fired 
the shots that killed Butler. It was pretty 
well established that McDermott and Ayers 
were the only persons who had pistols and it 
was equally well proven’ that Ayers 
threw his gun away when it 
failed to gO off and then 
grappled Butler. From the evidence adduced 
the impression was created that McDermott’s 
pistol made the two holes in Butler's body, as 
well as the two that will give Ayers lifetime 
scars. 

After the shooting McDermott left the bat- 
tle-ficld, and going to his quarters, went to 
bed. No effort was made to arrest him, and 
early yesterday morning he skipped out. He 
is astout yellow negro. His face is badly pit- 
ted with smail-pox. His nose is remarkably 
large. He wore no beard, was about twenty- 
seven years of age, would weigh 180 pounds, 
and wus about 5 feet 9 inches tall. When he 
left thevamp he was dressed in a dark brown 
suit, 

Butler was as large and fine a specimen of 
manhood as one ever sees. His muscles were 
unusually large and his strength was-simply 
astonishing. He knew his power and bossed 
the camp. Like McDermott, his associate, he 
was a perfect tyrant. 

Ayes is a small] negro and has a good repu- 
tation. His wounds, though disagreeable, 
are not considered dangerous.
